The Wilmington Economic 
Development Commission got up 
and running last Thursday in a 
morning meeting at Town Hall that 
Selectman Chairman, and commis- 
sion member Diane Allan termed "a 
very productive" introductory 
session. 

The commission is set to meet 
again on Sept. 28, at which time it 
will focus on two projects conceived 
Thursday. 

For the September meeting, 
principal town assessor Skip 
Moynihan will prepare an inventory 
list of vacant buildings in town and 
also town-owned land and how that 
land is currently zoned, 

Meanwhile, Ken Mastrullo, of the 
AGFA Corporation, will share his 

. company's Wilmington profile and 
pertinent data with the commission. 
AGFA uses that information to prep 
new employees on the community. 
The commission will use it as a 
partial guide in drawing up what 
Allan referred to as a "profile 
sheet" - a document that will be used 
to essentially sell prospective 
industrial, commercial and retail 
businesses on Wilmington. 

"Where should we focus our 
energies? what best serves the 
community? what best translates 
into jobs for Wilmington? what is 
the town looking for as far as retail 


businesses?” were all questions 
Allan posed theoretically - for the 
time being - as ways of narrowing 
what types of businesses should be 
courted to set up shop in town. 

“We don't want to Icave out the 
small businesses, because a lot of 
those are what create jobs for 
people in Wilmington," Allan said. 

For further inspiration, Allan - 
who pushed the commission into 
existence from her seat on the board 
of selectmen and acted as 
chairperson at its first meeting - 
passed out copies of articles pulled 
from the Mass. Municipal 
Association's Municipal Advocate 
newsletter that relate how to build a 
successful community marketing 
campaign. 

The town profile, Allan said, will 
consist largely of statistics that 
would give potential town business 
tenants an idea as to what it's like to 
be located in Wilmington: town 
population, proximity to metro- 
politan areas, highway access, and 
then school information, details of 
town functions and lists of existing 
town businesses. 

The commission also began 
drawing on its diverse membership, 
gaining helpful input from not only 
Mastrullo and Moynihan, but also 
local businessmen John Lucci and 
Ray Forest. Forest used. his 


expertise in real estate to shed light 
on the types of things residents look 
for in terms of retail and service 
businesses in a community. 

The rest of the commission is 
made up of selectmen Michael 
McCoy, Robert Cain, Jim Rooney 
and Dan Wandell; David Gagnon, 
Al Fiorenza, Patricia Duggan, 
Planning Board Chairman Dick 
Longo, Planning/Conservation 
Director Lynn Duncan and Town 
Manager Michael Caira. All but 
McCoy, Rooney, Fiorenza and 
Longo were present last Thursday. 

A couple of specific suggestions 
for the target list were aimed at the 
industrial area of North 
Wilmington. 

Allan said the addition of a hotel 
with convention services capa- 
bilitics located off Interstate 93 was 
suggested at the meeting as a way of 
offering Wilmington businesses an 
alternative to holding corporate 
seminars at facilities in Andover. 

Restaurants for that area were also 
mentioned, though the current 
industrial zoning does not allow for 
such establishments. 

Still, Allan seemed pleased with 
the progress the commission made 
in just one meeting. 

"We have some specific goals in 
which there will be a series of steps 
to reach these goals," she said. 


Bamberg improving

Joe Bamberg, the Wilmington 
teenager who was listed in serious 
condition at the Christ Hospital 
Medical Center in ' Oaklawn, 
Illinois last week after an accident 
on his grandfather's farm, has been 
taken out of the hospital's Intensive 
Care Unit. 

Bamberg, who is 16 and will 
enter his junior year at Wilmington 
High School this fall, was visiting 
his grandfather with his family. 
On July 18, while helping his 
grandfather cut down trees af the 
farm, a large tree branch fell on 
him, crushing an ankle and 
fracturing the third, fourth and 


fifth vertebrae of his back. 

Last week, Joe had three separate 
operations to repair the vertebrae 
in his back. On Monday, he had 
his fourth operation, this one to put 
pins and screws into the crushed 
ankle. 

According to his girlfriend, 
Michelle Montalto, a Wilmington 
resident, Bamberg - who last fall 
was the starting goalkeeper on the 
WHS varsity soccer team - is in 
great spirits. He will be flying 
home soon to start. physical 
therapy/rehabilitation, she said. 

"He is doing a lot better. He told 
me he can wiggle his toes and he 
has some feeling in his legs," 
Monualto said. 


Mosquito spraying 
continues through August 


The Central Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control Program will 
continue to fight its seemingly 
insurmountable battle with the 
fiying bloodsuckers throughout the 
month of August in Wilmington, 
spraying Aug. 3, 10, 17, 24 and 31. 

"The [CMMCP] has been treating 
areas throughout Wilmington 
where mosquito larvae are found," 
CMMCP Superintendent David 
Scott said. "This larviciding of 
breeding sites will continue

throughout the summer months, as 
will our water management 
programs.” 

The ultra low volume spray 
operations for adult mosquitoes will 
be continuing in residential and 
recreational areas. Spraying will be 
done by truck mounted or hand held 
equipment and will be conducted in 
areas where the CMMCP finds high 
mosquito populations. 

Additional spraying dates may be 
added if mosquito populations 
warrant them or if inclement 
weather forces cancellation of a 
scheduled date. 

Anyone who wishes to have their 
property excluded from spraying 
should notify Town Clerk Kay 
Scanlon, at 658-2030, and the 
CMMCP, at 508-393-3055. 

"Our goal is to reduce the need for 
adult mosquito spraying," Scott 
said. "We continue to place 
increased emphasis on larviciding, 
water management and public 
education,"

While standing near Boarding House Park in the midst of the 
wonderful pageantry, sights, sounds, tastes and smells, the de- 
lightful ethnic cornucopia of people, food, music, dance and craft 
of the Lowell Folk Festival,.a young boy happened by and, 
picking up a stray piece of trash, he deposited it in a nearby 
receptacle. The Folk Festival was amazing. What Teally amazed 
me, though, was the cleanliness of the City of Lowell. I know the 
words “clean” and “Lowell” usually only appear in sentences 
such as “Lowell may once have been clean,” but for the city’s 
four days in the sun (or rain), it was downright kempt. 

Monday, two Wilmington men spent the entire day in Silver 
Lake. Not to change the topic in the middle of a so-called 
editorial or anything, but it was HOT again, HOT once more, 
again HOT on Tuesday. It was really hot Tuesday and two 
Wilmington men spent their second day in Silver Lake... picking 
out garbage. The two men, Eric Butler and Hank Bagrowski 
didn’t hit the well worn beaches or banks of the lake, but delved 
into the drop off to deliver the tarn from trash. And what a haul. 
From beer bottles to sneakers to you-don’t-even-want-to-knows, 
the guys filled about 20 trash bags full of prime lake debris. It 
was, to be sure, an inspired act of community kindness. 

So where is all this leading, besides a cleaner community for 
everyone to live in? Inspiration. 

The Wilmington Conservation Commission, Friends of Lub- 
bers Brook, Veranda Avenue Neighbors, the Ipswich River 
Watershed Assoc., the Wilmington Department of Public Works 
and the Local Builders Association will put on a townwide 
watershed cleanup Saturday, Sept. 16 from 9-3, focusing on 
Lubbers Brook and the area around Town Hall. This event has 

in the past drawn large numbers and, due to the turnouts and 
enthusiastic participation, purged the town’s waterways of a ton 
of trash and natural debris. The cleanup is a day of civic pride and 
environmental caring capped by a free cookout and celebration 
for volunteers. The cleanup not only beautifies the town and 
helps protect drinking water for a number of communities, but 
also frees the waters to flow, and cuts down on breeding sites for 
mosquitoes. For registration info, contact John Keeley, of the 
conservation commission, at 658-8238, or cleanup volunteer 
coordinator Martha Stevenson at 658-5488. 

In Tewksbury, the Shawsheen Watershed Association has had 
an active program for the last five years of sponsoring day-long 
cleanups in each of the Shawsheen Watershed communities 
(headwater areas of Lincoln and Bedford; mid-basin areas of 
Billerica and Tewksbury; and downstream areas of Andover, 
North Andover and South Lawrence. The focus has been mainly 
in the mid-basin and downstream areas. The idea there, as with 
the Ipswich Watershed cleanup, has been to pull out all the loose 
trash in mid-channel zones to free up.the normal water flow, thus” 
increasing the river’s natural ability to clean itself while main- 
taining normal healthy habitat (biota) both in andsurrounding the 
river and its tributaries.

The walls are being painted, the 
floors are being stripped and waxed 
and the lights are getting changed. 
In another month, school will again 
be in session and all across town 
buildings will be getting the third 
degree with mops and brooms.

Town employees, under the 
supervision of Superintendent of 
Public Buildings Roger Lessard, are 
hard at work preparing the 
Boutwell School for its reopening 


fore by teachers, school admini- 
strators and concerned parents, the 
Boutwell will reopen. 

An attempt to reopen the school 
was tried through a Prop 2 1/2 
override two years-ago. After that 
measure failed a town vote, Town 
Manager Michael Caira stuck a 
record school increase into this 
year’s budget, which was passed by 
town meeting and which allows for 
the school to reopen. 

But first it is getting a facelift. 

"A lot of work has been done in 
here in the last four weeks," Lessard 
said Monday afternoon. "We're

In succeeding years, grade school 
children will be added a grade at a 
time, until the Boutwell is a K-5 
neighborhood school, as it was 
when it was originally in use. 

The school, which was built in 
1961 and is almost a mirror image 
of the circular Wilmington Town 
Hall,-was closed down, in the wake 
of Proposition 2 1/2 in the early 
1980's. 

Shortly after that, the Abundant 
Life Christian School and Learning 
Center, a private, parochial pre- 
school, leased the building from the 
town, maintaining it during their 
stay. 

Now, more than 10 years later, in 
response to a classroom over- 
crowding situation brought to the 


25 years ago

Wilmington's “town drunk” 


The tale of Jimmy Hale | 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

It-was about 100 years ago when 
Jimmy Hale died in Wilmington. 
The exact date was November 1, 
1898, Jimmy was the town drunk. 
Not many persons have spoken of 
him during the succeeding years. 

He was a man who deserved some 
sympathy, but there were 
Wilmington residents who would 
turn up their noses at a mere 
mention of him. 

New Hampshire born (Exeter) he 
arrived in Wilmington about 1845. 
Railroads in eastern Massachusetts 
were being constructed, Jimmy was 
a stone cutter, muscular, a man who 
could take a chisel and a hammer 
and split pieces of granite. 

Granite was needed to build 
bridges, along the railroads, over 
and under streets, and over brooks. 

At the Reading-Wilmington line, 
on Lowell Street, there is a bridge 
which spans Rt 93 and the railroad. 
In the days before Rt 93 the 
previous bridge over the railroad 
was known as Death Bridge, 
because of a curve in the roadway as 
it approached the bridge from 
either direction. It was Jimmy Hale 
who cut the granite used to support 
that bridge. 

While in Wilmington he met a girl 
named Mary Ann Eames, daughter 
of a family on Woburn Street. They 
were married on May 14, 1846, and 
made a fine couple. This was after 


«- the railroad had been constructed 
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through North Wilmington. 

A home was built off Woburn 
Street and Eames Street, near the 
present location of Raffi & 
Swanson. Jimmy got a job in a 
Woburn shop as a stamp metal 
cutter, Six children were born to 
that couple, the last being Susanna, 
also known as Aunt Suzy, a lady 
who came home to live in 
Wilmington in 1952. 

When the Civil War started, 
thousands of men enlisted as 
volunteers, Many Woburn artisans 
tried to enlist in the Second 
Regiment, Massachusetts, the first 
recruited in Massachusetts after the 
attack at Fort Sumter. 

The Second Regiment did not 
accept the Woburn artisans. They 
were not young enough, The Second 
Massachusetts was seeking young 
men. Five young mén from the 
Butters Row area of Wilmington 
were accepted, one of whom was 
Ted Butters. He died of wounds 
received at Gettysburg. 

Unable to join the Second 
Massachusetts, the Woburn artisans 
joined up with the Henry Wilson 
Regiment on August 10, 1861. 
James Hale, 35 years old, was one of 
those men. 

Henry Wilson was a United States 
Senator who was forming his "own" 
Regiment. A popular man, he had 
been elected and reelected a United 
States Senator. His regiment became 
the Massachusetts Twenty-Second 
and went to camp at Camp Schouler, 
in Lynnfield, on September 2. 

On October 26 Henry Wilson was 
replaced by a regular army officer, 
Colonel Jesse Gove. Jimmy Hale and 
the other Woburn men were in 
Company F. 

The regiment was sent to Virginia. 
It was on a place known forever 
afterwards as "The Peninsular." 
The idea was to march across 
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Virginia, 80 miles to Richmond. 

General McLellan was in 
command. He was an officer who 
could arouse enthusiasm among the 
soldiers, but who rarely won 
battles. 

The Twenty Second was in a 
number of battles during the next 
few months. The first in which it 
was heavily engaged was at 
Fredericksburg, on the banks of the 
Rappahonnock River. 

The Union Army faced General 
Robert E, Lee and Generals 
Longstreet and Stonewall Jackson 
and was completely defeated. About 
12,000 Union soldiers were killed at 
Fredericksburg. 

Another severe battle was at 
Chancellorsville, May 1 to May 4. 
The Twenty-Second was not 
involved, but the men in that 
regiment knew the losses were 
severe. Yankee officers, it seemed, 
could not out-general Robert EB. 
Lee. 

The Confederates marched north 
and so did the Yankees, to a place in 
Pennsylvania known as Gettysburg. 
Just before the armies clashed 
President Lincoln made a change in 
command. General Meade was to 
command the Union Armies 

But there were Yankee soldiers 
who did not know. They had 
deserted at Frederick, Maryland on 
June 29, 1863. Among them was 
Jimmy Hale. 

The penalty for desertion was the 
firing squad. Jimmy Hale, 
somehow, got back to Massachusetts 
and seemed to be welcomed. 

The Twenty-Second was heavily 
engaged in the battle at Devil's Den, 
but Jimmy Hale had made his way 
home to his wife, Mary Ann, 

Nothing seems to have been said 
by other persons. Jimmy resumed 
work in Woburn. The last child, 
Orin, was born in 1867, 

But Mary Ann left Jimmy. She 
went to live with her grandfather, 
Benjamin Buck, in his home, now 
the oldest in Wilmington, on Buck's 
Hill, where Wildwood Street joins 
Woburn Street. Benjamin Buck 
took care of his granddaughter and 
her children, 

Suzy Hale became, one could say, 
the janitor of the East School, still 
standing, She would sweep out the 
school every morning and start the 
fire in the stove. This she did for 
about 10 years. Then she left home. 
to work in Haverhill. 

Suzy Hale returned to Wilmington 
about 1952, and lived in what is now 
the Callan House on Woburn Street. 
This writer, the late Stanley Webber 
and the late Harold Melzar would 
have understood of the days of 
which she talked. But she was living 
in a different world, after the 
second World War. 

Aunt Suzy was proud of her 
father. She understood how the 
soldiers in the Union Army could 
see no advantage in being killed 
because there was no competent 
general to lead them. 

It was from Aunt Suzy that this 
writer heard of the Pearson 
murders. She knew the story 
because of the part that Jimmy Hale 
had in that event. 

Martha Pearson and her twin 
daughters, four years two months 
and 24 days old were murdered by 
their father Daniel H. Pearson on

April 10, 1849. Their home was on 
Andover Street in Wilmington. 

Next morning neighbors gathered 
near the house. No one dared to 
enter. Everyone suspected the 
worst. 

Jimmy Hale came up the street, 
went up to the back window, threw 
up the sash and stepped inside. 
There he found the mother and her 
two daughters, red with blood. ‘ 

It was Otis Carter, the Wilmington 
Constable, who trailed Person to the 
Wilmington railroad station, There 
was no station in North Wilmington 
in those days. Otis lived on Glen 
Road, above the Wildcat railroad 
crossing. His home was where the 
second home, on the right, is today. 

Otis was able to trail Pearson 
because that individual had just 
repaitéd his shoes. Hé had put on a 
new sole, There was a conspicuous 
knife mark as a result, Otis trailed 
him to the Wilmington railroad 
station by that mark, in the road 
bed. There Pearson had taken the 
train. 

Person had gone to Boston, and 
then to New York by steamer. 

The chairman of the Wilmington 
Selectmen was Lemuel Cobb 
Eames. He lived in the Eames house 
on Woburn Street, at the head of 
Wildwood Street. He offered a $50 
reward for the capture of Daniel 
Pearson. 

Eames was called "Lem" by the 
hired men, and "Cobb" by the 
people who went to church with 
him. 

Cobb Eames went to Boston 
several times, looking for Daniel 
Pearson. It was after several tries 
that Daniel Pearson was found. 
Pearson was working as an hostler - 
aman who keeps'care of horses. 

Cobb Eames persuaded Daniel 
Pearson to go to North Wilmington 
with him, to "help capture the 
murderer." 

Because there was no railroad 
station in North Wilmington they 
had to get off the train in Reading. 
Otis Carter, the Wilmington 
Constable, was waiting at the 
station. 

Otis snapped a pair of handcuffs 
on Daniel Pearson. 

Pearson turned to Cobb Eames 
and said "Lem, efen I'd a knowed 
you was gonna do this, you'd a 
never left Boston!" 

A few weeks later Pearson was 
hanged, in Boston. 

Aunt Suzy was proud of her 
daddy, the only person who had 
dared to enter the Pearson home 
after the murders. She was proud of 
him in other ways, too. 

-"You know" she said to this 
writer, "He liked a spot of tea!" 

And she would laugh, lightly. 

Jimmy Hale ended up living in a 
house on Hopkins Street, on the 
northwest side (Billerica line). It 
was a ramshackle place which was 
torn down some years after his 
death. He did have a horse and a 
wagon and he did work, on 
occasion. 

When this writer was a young man 
he would hear men, employed by 
his father, talking with each other in 
the early morning while waiting for 
his father's truck to take them to the 
place where they would work that 
day. Often they spoke of their

drinking the night before. "As 
drunk as Jimmy Hale" was a phrase 
often used. 

Wilmington, in the days after the 
Civil War, had its own Prohibition 
law. The only liquor store in 
Wilmington was owned by the 
Nichols family on Wildwood Street 
at the corner of Middlesex Avenue. 

Once a year that family would 
report to the town on how many 
bottles they had sold, and to whom 
the sales had been made. Jimmy 
Hale and his friends never had their 
names on the list given to the 
selectmen. 

But, Jimmy, every few weeks 
would make a trip to Woburn, 
where beverages were sold openly. 
That would occur on a Saturday 
afternoon. 

Capt: George and Mary Ann 
McIntosh lived on Main Street, 
about half way between Butters 
Row and the junction of the present 
Lowell Street and Main Street. They 
had a substantial farmhouse. 

Every now and then, at about 3 
a.m. on a Sunday, Mary Ann would 
hear the hoofs of Jimmy's horse, as 
he returned from Woburn, as the 
wagon came over the hill at Butters 
Row.

Like your's, my garden is being 
kept alive through this summer's 
drought by watering and extra 
attention. At times like these the 
whole garden needs additional TLC 
to keep everything green, but a walk 
through my garden (and an honest 
look at past year's garden notes) 
reminds me that several areas need 
the same extra attention every year. 

My enthusiasm for New England 
x le. mnial beds inspjred the 

son OF haviee beds fr beveral | in 
an inappropriate locations. 
Gardens have been planted under 
trees, around the mailbox (where 
the soil is almost non-existent) and 
in sunny arcas where the solar 
radiation is doubled by reflections 
off the roof and windows. Gardens 
in such areas are not impossible. 
They just need extra care. But why 
buck the tide. (and the growing 
conditions) in these locations. Why 
not select plans that are already 
adapted for dry areas? 

Xeriscaping is the art of designing 
landscapes for arid locations. In the 
south west xeriscape techniques 
create sophisticated landscape 
designs using native plants such as 
cactus, yucca, sage and ornamental 
grasses. Native plants, or 
ornamental cultivars of natives, are 
used in California, where drought 
conditions occur frequently. There, 
native plants including sedums, ice 
plants and oleanders are used to 
create xeriscaped roadside gardens. 
Few of these plants will grow in our 
New England climate. Nor should 
we attempt to recreate our homey 
gardens into modern, west coast 
style landscapes. Rather we should 
select plants that are appropriate for 
each location in our own garden 
climate and import some of the

western cousins have learned. 
Many drought resistant trees, 
shrubs and perennial plants are 
available that thrive in New 
England landscapes. Stately Red 
Cedars (Juniperus Virginiana), 
Honey Locust (Gleditsia) and our 
own native White Pine are tall trees 
that can grow to 30 feet, that adapt 
to dry conditions. For a small dry 
garden try the Autumn Olive, It's 
« silvery-gray leaves:are am excellent 
12 foot tall addition to any dry 
location. 

Many colorful and flowering 
shrubs can be found on a list of 
drought tolerant plants for our 
climate. The purple leaves of the 
Japanese Barberry (Berberis 
Thunbergi) are an excellent 
complement to a green backdrop. 
Flowering Rosa Rugusa is a rugged 
bloomer that is often used in 
roadside plantings. This hardy rose 
can tolerate wind blown, seashore 
conditions and can survive even in 
California's dry climate. Rugusa 

roses are available in white and pink 
flowering forms. The Potentilla is 
another flowering shrub for dry 
locations. It's sunny yellow- 
to-white blossoms cover this low,

Careful choice of perennials for 
dry locations can provide a summer 
full of color with minimal watering. 
Tall plants, for the back of the 
border, include yucca, baby's 
breath (Gypsophila), cornflower 
(Rudbeckia) and many colorful 
ornamental grasses (Miscanthus 
Sinensis). * 

Lower growing plants for arid 
dogations inglude,, 
Epithymaides (cushion euphorbia), 
Gaillordia (blanket flower), 
America (thrift), Coreopsis (Tick 
seed), Salvia Supurba (Sage) and a 
variety of silver leafed plants, 

Artemesias are fine foliage plants 
with a blue-silver color. The foliage 
brightens up any dry area. Choice 
artemisias include Powis Castle, 
Silver Brocade, Silver Mound and 
reliable Dusty Miller. 

Lastly - one of the best late 
blooming perennials for arid spots 
is New England's own blue aster. 
Many hybrid varieties are now 
available.

Tewksbury scores big 
on lowa Test 


The results of the March 1995 
administration of the Iowa Test of 
Basic Skills are in, and they show 
that Tewksbury students are 
performing exceptionally well, 
substantially above expectations for 
their grade levels, when, compared 
to national norms. This is not a new 
phenomenon, and it demonstrates 
that Tewksbury students continue to 
master the basic skills of reading, 
writing, studying and computing. 

In Grade 2, for example, Word 
Attack (phonics) scores reached 4.0 
grade equivalent, meaning that 
Tewksbury second grade students 
are over one year ahead of the 
national average in the ability to 
analyze new roads. Tewksbury's 
new emphasis on phonics in contest 
through the Won Way program is 
paying dividends. 

Grade 4 students scored especially 
well in Reading Comprehension, 
Capitalization, Word Usage and Use 
of Visuals. The reading score is an 
early indication of positive results 
from the new elementary reading 
series. 

High points in the’ sixth grade 
scores were: Spelling, Word Usage, 
Reference Skills, and Math 
Concepts. High math concept scores 
show the effects of the Scott 
Foresman NCTM based math 
program adopted in 1993. 

Eighth graders received high 
marks for Capitalization, Punctua- 
tion, and Word Usage, as well as 
Reference Skills. Two eighth grade 
subtests dipped below grade level 
expectations: Vocabulary and Math 
Computation. We should:note that, 


in the entire test process, these were 
the only two sub-tests that were 
below grade expectations out of a 
possible 43 - and that Vocabulary 
was within the range of being 
explained by test variation. 

Math computation in grade & has 
troubled Tewksbury students for 
the past three years. Starting in the 
1993-94 school year, all eighth 
grade students began the study of 
algebra. This change beganto 
increase the focus on algebra, a 
conceptual subject that is the 
foundation for all intermediate and 
advanced high school math. Most 


math computation in grade 8 is |] 


embedded in a new conceptual 
language - of symbols, equations, 
signed integers - and students, in 
accordance with the NCTM 
standards and expectations of the 
College Board Exams (S.A.T.s), are 
mastering the use of calculators for 
this computation. 

The 8th grade math computation 
sub-test is a power test of rote 
memory, and the value of using this 
test has been called into question, 
especially in view of the state's clear 
move toward Open Ended Question 
to test not only math but all subjects. 


This is an issue that will be 
considered during the 1995-96 
school year.

“So when I tell people I’m 
writing a thesis on Springsteen 
fans, I get a strange look,” says 
Dan Cavicchi of Reading. 

No problem. 

When you go around linking 
linguistics with linguini, 
Madison County liaisons, fan- 
dom, and rock opera, you get 
used to strange encounters and 
mixed reactions. 

Music, says Cavicchi, can be 
bubble gum for the ears. And at 
Brown University, ‘Cavicchi 
groupies’ know the score, tak- 
ing all of his classes, and then 
some, 

Dan Cavicchi has just been 
named one of six recipients 
(out of 500 candidates) of the 
“1995 Brown University Award 
for Excellence in Teaching’ - 
and in the classroom, Cavicchi 
is ‘the boss. 

Popular culture is his thing. 
Making connections, _ his 
mantra. And for a long while 
now, Springsteen has been his 
subject. 

“Culture is not just museums 
and literature,” he says. “It’s an 
entire way of life. It involves 
everything from brushing your 
teeth to a Van Gogh. It’s the 
whole spectrum. And we can 
learn from all of it. That’s my 
philosophy.” 

“My dissertation,” he says, 
“is an ethnography of 
Springsteen fans.”

Hunhh? 

He hasn’t met Springsteen 
yet ... but he has made a con- 
nection, 

He began, simply enough, at 
Cornell, as a journalism major, 
switched to English, tuned into 
music, looking always for links 
among his favorite subjects, and 
hooking up, along the way with 
a “music in daily life” project at 
SUNY-Buffalo, and in a big way 
with American Studies. 

Music in daily life seems 
innocent enough. 

“There were about 30 or 40 
graduate and undergraduate 
interviewers,” he says, “and we 
all went out into the world and 
found people and asked them 
one question: ‘What is music 
about for you?” 

The answers, compiled in 
“My Music,” co-authored by 
Cavicchi, were all different, yet 
all the same, indicative of a 
common culture: fandom. 

Why Springsteen? 

“My wife,” says Cavicchi, “is 
a big fan. 

“This is going to sound very 
weird,” he continues. “You can 
pick any subject and if you think 
deeply enough and ask the 
right questions, you can learn 
all sorts of things.” 

Take the noodle. 

“Last night,” he says, “I was 
thinking about the noodle. You 
just start with the noodle and 
you can learn about Italian cul- 
ture, American culture, immi-

Well, multi- 
ply that person x 100 or so and 
you figure it out. And -what 
might the rationalization be for 
washing a car? Now, how neces- 
sary is that for survival? 

“Concerning sheer stupidity - 
It appears that people must be 
pretty stupid if they are 
unaware that water is a precious 
resource and considering the sit- 
uation in Reading one might 
consider that in jeopardy. 

“It appears’ that when you 
can’t appeal to another’s intelli- 
gence then someone decides 
let's hit them where they'll lis- 
ten - with fines. Let’s hope that 
the town is enforcing the fine. 
When reason fails, punitive mea- 
sures often prove to help change 
behavior. 

“It would be nice if some peo- 
ple didn’t have to act like Big 
Brother informing on others for 
their non-compliance. I’m sure 
that no one wants a total restric- 
tion of water, especially the ones 
who have been abiding by the 
law.”

more. "We have quite a broad 
range of knowledge and can 
clear up most any problem that 
comes across our desks," says 
volunteer Joseph Fabiano of 
Wakefield. "In addition to helping 
seniors with there current insuf- 
ance policies, we also direct 
them to additional programs that 
specialize in handling the issues 
that face today's elderly." 4 

Many of the elderly serviced 
by the Medicare Desk becom 
repeat visitors. "It's not unust 
for us to see the same people sev: 
eral or more times," Fabiano 
notes. "For some people it is eas: 
ier for us to document their on 
going accounts, rather than try: 
ing to do it themselves, We also 
help a lot of people fill out theif 
insurance forms, which cap 
sometimes require more thah 
one visit. 


"It's always gratifying to sé 
someone come back to you aftet 
you've helped them because: it 
lets us now that we're doing’’a 
good job," he continues. "I enjoy 
helping people in this way 
because as a retiree myself, I ain 
well aware of the importance of 
this program."

It’s too bad both “Water- 
world” and Kevin Costner, its 
star and co-producer, garnered 
such bad publicity before the 
film opened, as there is nothing 
soggy about this flick. 

Imaginative and full of 
adventure, it does what a good 
»ummer flick should by taking 
us outside of ourselves and 
plunging us into a completely 
different time and place. Just 
remember to check your brain 
al the door, because if you think 

bout this too long, the magic 
will evaporate. 

Costner plays Mariner, “a 
mutant drifter complete with 
gills and webbed feet, who 
roams the watery, featureless 
lulure, The story is set after the 
polar ice caps have melted and 
what few humans still inhabit 
(he world, do so on floating 
atolls cobbled together from 
whatever flotsam and jetsam 
there is to be found. 

Costner is thrown together 
with a little girl (Tina Majorino) 
who has a strange tattoo on her 
back that is rumored to be a 
map of the mythical Dryland. 
He unwillingly joins forces with 
her adoptive mother, played by 
the pouty, strong Jeanne 
‘{vipplehorn. All three are forced 
tv fight both the elements and a 
xreasy, raggedy bunch of mis- 
creants known as the Smokers, 
led by Dennis Hopper. 


}iveryone is after fresh water, 
called hydro, or a bucket of even 
rarer stuff, dirt. It you think this 
sounds like the post-apocalyptic 
“Mad Max”, you couldn't be 
more correct. But the world cre- 
ated by director Kevin Reynolds 
and screenwriters. Peter Rader 
and David Twohy-is actually 
more creative. New languages 
liave evolved, as well as fierce 

ca monsters. Clothing, housing, 
niachines, Evérything has been 
1cinvented for-a wet, new world. 


Un a.visual level, this flick is* 


both believable and exciting. 

» The weak spots concern the 
logic of what survived the civi- 
lization-ending floods and what 
didn’t. For the most part, the 
sets and costumes reflect items 
that could have floated to the 
surface or been harvested from 
the sea. But there are a few 
glaring problems, such as all 
those cigarettes so happily 
inhaled by Hopper’s bunch of 
baddies. You just can’t think 
about it, because it’s too ridicu- 
lous. 

Fortunately, there is enough 
going on so that you can force 
the glitches out of your mind. 
The special effects are remark- 
able and there is a smart sense 
of humor streaked through the 
film. Hopper’s psychotic leader 
is one of the best he’s created to 
date. Funny and outrageous, 
he’s the kind of guy who knows 
he’s smarter and more charis- 
matic than the average 
schmuck, and uses those talents 
to his own best advantage. 

Costner’s Mariner, mean- 
while, is quite the opposite. 
Surly and quiet, he’s an aloof 
loner whose character expands 
somewhat by his invelvement 
with others. Costner internalizes 
his role as much as Hopper 
externalizes his. The combina- 
tion of Hopper’s gleeful wicked- 
ness with Costner's strange, 
mutant prowess, plus the evoca- 
tive visuals, is enough to reel us 
into a story that could have sunk 
under its own weight.
